In 1882 Seth Shepard was a delegate at 
lange to the national democyatic convention.

Kentucky Bimetallists Claim Fraud 
in the State Piatform Formulation. 
Frankfort, Ky., July 28.—(@pectal.)—The 
free silver people say. they will bolt the 
democratic platform as formulated at the 
state convention held at Louisville on 
July 5th, and if they do the defeat of Har- 
din is certain, ToniglM the free silver lead- 
ers announced their intention to your cor- 
respondent and they did not mince words 
in denouncing the action of Senator Lind- 
say in connection with the platform and 
the action of the convention. 

Colonel Swigert Taylor, who is manag- 
the campaign of Colonel E. H. Taylor, 
Jr., Blackburn’s candidate for the legisla- 
ture in Franklin county, one of the most 
important counties in Kentucky, stated to- 
night that the real history of the manner in 
which the platform was written had been 
run down and @4stablished by the free 
silver men, and what they had found forced 
them to bolt the platform. 

According to the investigations the fol- 
lowing facts were established: 

Senator Lindsay, who represented the na- 
tional administration in the staté conven- 
tion, made an effort to be sent to the con- 
vention as a delegate from Franklin coun- 
ty, but was turned down by the county 
convention. Notwithstanding this he went 
to the convention and wrote the platform; 
at least he wrote that portion indorsing 
the financial policy of Cleveland and Car- 
lisle.

PRIMARIES IN MISSOURI 


To Elect Delegates to the State Silver 
Convention. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 28.—The democrat- 
ic committee of this (Jack&Son) county wranh- 
gled three hours yesterday over the ques- 
tion of primaries to name delegates to the 
silver convention and finally broke up in a 
row with two factions each claiming the 
victory. At Nevada fifteen delegates were 
selected at the Verngn county convention 
to represent the county at afhy state con- 
vention that might be held. The chairman 
said that the delegates would be allowed 
to act at the silver convention and also 
the regular. convention, there not» being. 
any probability of their regularity being 
challenged at the regular convention. 

At St. Joseph the democrats of Buchanan 
county held primaries last night and elect- 
ed seventy delegates to the Pertle Springs 
convention, the free silver element having 
everything its own way. 

At Chillicothe the Livingston county pri- 
maries were held and delegates of the 16 
to 1 faith .were chosen to go to the state 
silver convention. 

In no ease was there a contest made by 
the gold men. Richard P. Bland is a dele- 
gate from Laclede county, and leading men 
of the party have been elected in other 
counties. In St. Louis but one sound Money 
delegate was elected. The voting was light

Birmingham, Ala., July 28.—(Spec-al.)—

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DROWNED LIKE RATS. 


Railrond Accident in Japan—Over a 
Hundred Soldiers Perish. 

Kobe, July *23.—A frightful accident, in 
which 140 soldiers perished, has occurred 
on the railroad running from this place to 
Osaka. A train of twenty-three cars was 
conveying to this city 400 Japanese soldiers 
who were returning 1:rom China, where 
they had taken part in the military ope®ra- 
tions. A heavy storm was raging and as 
the train was running along the sea wall, 
on which fhe tracks as they approach the 
city are laid, an immense sea leaped over 
the wall, separating the train and derailing 
the engine and eleven cars, waich plunged 
off the wall into the bay. Most of the 
men in them were drowned like rats in a 
trap. The accident occurred about 1 
o‘clock in the morning and the night was 
pitch dark. The sea wes running so high 
that it was impossible to render any as- 
sistance to the men ir the cars that had 
gone overboard, even had means been at 
hand to do so. Some of the men, who 
managed to get out of the cars, were dash- 
ed to death against the wall. 


Japan Buying Warships. 

St. Petersburg, July 28.—A dispatch to 
the Novoevremya from Vladivostock says 
that Japan <s diligently ra-sing the war 
footing of ‘her army and navy. The two 
eruisers that she bought from Peru have 
arrived in Japanese waters and crews will 
shortly go to England te take to Japan 
three ironclads that are bufiding there. 
The dispatch adds that there is a strong 
warlike temper in Japan. The dispatch 
further says that the Japanese have blown 
up the fortifications at Port Arthur. 


Ravages of Cholera. 

Tokio, Japan, Ju-y 28.—Since the outbreak 
of cholera in Japan there have been 9,000 
cases of the disease and 5,000 deaths. The 
scourge is raging in Corea and oh the 
Liao Tung peninsula.

JUMPS ON LAWSON 


One of the Judge’s Supporters Scores 
Him Thoroughly. 


CARLTON TALKS FROM THR SHOULDER 


Tells How Judge Luwson Explained 
Himself to a Re-election. 


A STORY OF THEN AND NOW 


Captain Carlton Stumped His District for 
Judge Lawson—All About a 
Change of Mind. 


Athens, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)}—The sud- 
den change of Congressman Lawson on the 
silver question has set people in the eighth 
congrwssional district to discussing the 
question whether or not the distinguished 
citizen of Putnam county has left the plat- 
form upon which he was elected, and the 
pledge he made to the people on the hust- 
ings. 

One of the leaders of the Lawson forces 
in the late contest between the judge and 
the Hon, Hamilton McWhorter was Captain 
Henry H. Carlton, of the county of Clarke. 
Captain Carlton was an ex-congressman. 
He Knew the people well and he went upon 
the. stump in support of Judge Lawson. 

He made a number of speeches in Clarke 
county and after this county had given 
Lawson 292 majority, turned his attention to 
Madisen county, where he had many 
friends. He engaged in a joint debate all 
hight at Pocataligo district where he met 
Hion. W. M. Howard, of Oglethorpe, and 
again at Comer he met Mr. Howard. Mad- 
ison county went for Lawson by 92 major- 
ity. 

Dr. Carlton was a delegate from Clarke 
county to the congressional convention 
at Greenesboro that nominated Judge: Law- 
son and was a member of the_ platform 
committee. r 

Now Dr. Carlton has 
champion of the free and unlimited and 
independent coinage of ‘silver at a ratio 
of 16 to 1 and your correspondent sought 
an interview with him as to what he 
thought about Judge Lawson's letter. 

The following interview with Dr. Carl- 
ton furnishes interesting reading: 

“How do you reconcile h's present posi- 
tion on the financial question with your 
support of him’ then and your uniform, long- 
Standing and well-known advocacy of the 
free, unlimited and independent coinage of 
silver?’ was asked Capain Carlton. 

Astonished and Disappointed. 

“I wnust say, and with much regret, by 
reason of the personal regard I have for 
Judge Lawson and my admiration for his 
intellectual ability, that I have been very 


always been a 


_mouch astonished and disappointed tn him 


by weason of his apparent radical change 
of views upon the financial question, and 
that so suddenly, or in so short a time. 

“Pn this change of position, and under the 
circumstances, he lays himself open to the 
charge of having been so unfair as to work 
a& great injustice to those of his constitu- 
ents who supported him for re-election. As 
for myself, hav'ng been, as you say, an ear- 
nest and active advocate for his re-election, 
and having always been favorable to the 
free, unlimited and independent coinage of 
Silver, it is a duty I owe to myself to give 
to the voters of the eighth congressional 
district an explanation as to why I fa- 
vored his return to congress. 

“The vote of Judge Lawson in the fifty- 
third congress upon the unconditional re- 
peal of thé purchasing clause of the Sher- 
men act of 1890 was altogether unsatisfac- 


_tory to myself, as it was to a very large 


majority of the democratic voters of his 


district, and without sufficient and satis- | 


factory explanation he could never hay 
been re-elected to congress. The judge 
himself seemed to have been fully apprised 
of this fact, as he so readily, so earnestly 
and so willingly gave the explanation, 
which the people in good faith accepted, 
and upon which explanation they returned 
him to congress as a representative of their 
views and position upon the currency ques- 
tion. 
How He Explained It All. 

“His explanation was that having voted 
for the repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman law he did so with the expec- 
tation and understanding that it was to be 
followed up with subsequent legislation 
favor.ng and providing for the restoration 
of silver and the return to a bimetallic 
standard of beth gold and silver, and that 
such was his intention. 

“In this Judge Lawson undoubtedly stated 
correctly, as he supported the statement 
with the record, which shows that he voted 
for free silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. He 
further supported his explanation with the 
statement that the record further disclosed 
the fact that he had always favored free 
silver or the bimetallic standard of both 
gold and silver and had never missed a 
chance to vote for it. 

Admitted the Silwer Sentiment. 

‘This explanation seemed satisfactory to 
the people, and they, accepting it in good 
faith, Judge Lawson secured his re-elec- 
tion to congress. This presentation of the 
matter of his explanation and his re-elec- 
t'on thereupon is, fully sus‘ained whin 
the judge, in his interview published in The 
Atlanta Journal of the 8th instant (or his 
interviewer for him), says, and which is 
true, that in his own county, his own dis- 
tr'ct and the districts around him ‘the sen- 
timent was and is strongly in favor of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. 

Judge Lawson Was Very Clever. 

“Then it must follow conclusively that if 
the voters of Judge Lawson’s own county 
and district had known that te was op- 
posed to the‘r viewes and position on th‘s 
Cuestion they certainly would not have 
returned him 'to:his seat in congress. 

“Tl accepted the judge's explanation as 
satisfactory and in my speeches advocating 
his re-election I quoted his own explana- 
tion wth this qualification as to myself. 
I stated that Judge Lawson’s explanation 
from his standpo‘nt and his interpretation 
of the platform of 1892 seemed both plaus- 
ible and satisfactory, and ‘f he honestly 
believed as he stated then he would have 
been unworthy of the confidence of his 
constituency if be had done or voted other- 
wise; t as for myself I would only have 
voted’ for the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman taw by offering as 
a subst*tute therefor a measure reinstating 
silver and ‘the bimetallic standard of both/ 
gold and silver or for the repeal of the act 
of 1873 d2monet:zing siiver, as that would 
have heen the just, rational and

“This Defense Made Necessary.” * 


“This explanation and defense on the 
part of Judge Lawson and his supporters 
Was made necessary because ‘his oppenents 
were charging him with being a goldbug 
or single gold standard man by reason of 
hig vote on the repeal of the Sherman 
law. I was aware that Judge Lawson was 
free silver 
afivocate as myself, but from his record up 
t@ that ‘time and-from his statements made 
in his last campaign I nor any one else had 
any right to.believe him other than a 
bimetallist and favorable to the remonetiza- 
tion of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 and 
certainly no utterance of speech from him 
om disclosure of his record up to the time 
of his re-election had disclosed the fact 
that he was an embryonic or undeveloped 
goldite dnd under the adminjstration policy 
was so soon to be worked up and through 
the Cleveland ohlorination process was so 
soon to eliminate every sentiment and show 
for silver in his financial pol’cy and posi- 
tion. 

Would Have Been Left at Home. 


‘Tiad this been known ‘before or during 
the last congressional election the erring 
but able judge would doubtless have been 
left at home, if not as a chrysalis and un- 
fledged goldbug,.at least to further discuss 
and explain his position-on the currency 
question.”’ 

“But Judge Lawson says that he has 
changed his views within the last twelve 
m@nths or since his re-election,”’ was sug- 
gested. 

“Well, it seems that several heretofore 
prominent and leading silverittes or bi- 
metallists have been suddenly attacked 
with a change of position and the serious- 
ness of the attack seems to be commensu- 
rate with the power of the gold administra- 
tion. If Judge Lawson admits or states 
that the has changed his views on the 
financial question since his last election 
then he admits that which places him 
in a very awkward position before the 
public, which is not in keeping with his 
recognized ability and which does great 
injustice to his constituency. Thi‘s distin- 
guished congressman has served four years 
in congress embracing the fifty-second and 
fifty-third congresses and was fast fall re- 
elected to the fifty-fourth congress. 

‘INow, I submit that, if Judge Lawson 
after four years in congress, where this 
public question has always constantly en- 
gaged the attention of congressmen and as 
honest representatives commanded their 
closest and profoundest study and in- 
vestigation and then comes ‘home to his 
constituents with ‘the statement that he 
favors the bimetallic standard of both gold 
and silver and now within the past few 
months and before he takes his seat in the 
fifty-fourth congress kas with most snrr- 
prising suddenness announced a most radi- 
cal change in his vie on national finan- 
ces, if he has not jected himself to 
the just charge of in ice and unfairness 
to both himself and the people who sent 
hin, 

Says Lawson Is a Goldbug. 

“Unquestionably Judge Lawson favors the 
single gold standard, for he announces him- 
self a Cleveland democrat, and this he 
could not be uniess he was a single gold 
standard man and uncompromisingly and 
unalterably opposed to the bimetailic stand- 
ard upon any bas‘s, ratio or agreement 
whatever. 

“Just think of it. Mr. Cleveland has gone 
further in h's gold standard position 
than even Jonn Sherman, the great iinan- 
cte}’ Teader of the republican party. 
Sherman -favors bimetallism through inpter- 
national agreement or Jegislative safe- 
guards. Mr. Clevelard is for the single 
gold standard, internat‘onal agreement or 
legislative safeguards to the contrary not- 
withstanding. In other words Mr. lev2- 
land and his supperters have deserted the 
democratic platform of 1892 and John Sner- 
man and his supporters are camping on it.”’ 


A STARTLING REPORT 


That the Belle Memphis Has Sank and 
Many Lives Lost. 

Memphis, Tenn., July 28.—It is rumored 
here tonight that the large and elegant 
steamer Belle Memphis, owned by the 
Anchor Line Company, and running between 
this city and St. Louis, sunk this evening 
about sixty miles north of this city. 

Report has it further that forty or fifty 
lives were lost. At this hour it appears 
highly improbable that the rumor can be 
either confirmed or demied tonight, as every 
resource has been exhausted. 

There is no telegraph line along the river, 
though a few telephone connections exist. 
One of these is with Osceola and another is 
by way of Dyersburg, but neither of them 
could be raised tonight. 

The only possibility lies in the coming of 
some one from the boat to this city for re- 
lief, in the event the accident occurred, as 
was done in the case of the steamer Lady 
Lee a few weeks ago. The Lee went 
down only fourteen miles above here. 

The Belle Memphis was due here tonight, 
and reached Cairo southbound at 4:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, 

A feature of the rumor which gives it 
some force gs that. which states with ac- 
curacy the number of pasadengers aboard. 
The list includes a large delegation of 
Memphians, taking advantage of a cheap ex- 
cursion rate and making the round trip on 
the steamer. 

Has Not Been Verified. 

St. Louis, July 28.—The rumor of the 
sinking of the Anchor line steamer Belle 
iMemphis had not been ver'fied by the 
officers of the company in this city at 10 
o’clock this evening. The delay in the ar. 
rival of the steamer at Memphis {s admit- 
ted by the officers to be due to acc'dent. 
The boat left this city at 5 o’clock p. m. 
Friday last for Memphis with a number of 
round-trip excursionists on board under 
careful management and the report of loss 
of life is without authentic foundation. 


IT WAS A BLANK CARTRIDGE 


The Spantards Fired Across the Lane’s 
‘ Bows. . 

Philadelphia, July 28.—The schooner Car- 
rie E. Lane, which the Spanish gunboat 
compelled to heave to off Santono while 
bound from Cienfuegos to the Delaware 
breakwater, arrived at this port today. Cap- 
tain Quick denied that the vessel was fired 
at, and said that only a blank cartridge was 
shot across the bows as a signai for the 
Lane to heave to. This she did promptly, 
and no objection nor protest was made 
when the vessel was boarded and searched 
by the Spanish marines. 

Another Baitle. 

Madrid. July 28.—A dispatch from Havana 
says that Colonel Zamayora has defeated 
the rebels under Zayas at Neuva Villa in- 
flicting a loss of thirty. 

The dispatch adds that the newspaper 
Discusc:on publishes an interview with the 
captain of the American warship Atlanta 
at Havana, who states that he ‘s resolved 
to do everything in his power to prevent 
separatist exped‘tions. The captain’s in- 
structions regarding this mattd® are pre- 
cise.

A Negro Tells How He Took Trunks to 
the Depot—Hoimes’s Victims Were 
. Probably Inside. 


Chicago, July 2.—Unmistakable_ evi- 
sence of murder at the Holmes*‘casile, in 
Englewood, was lest night placed in the 
hands of Inspector Fitzpatrick. That at 
least four people have been cruelly mur- 
dered in this chamber of horrors is now 
a practical certainty. 

The skeleton of one of Holmes’s victims, 
supposedly that of Mrs. Julia Connors, is 
now in the inspector’s office in the city 
hall. The other skeletons, which came 
from the same place, will be placed in his 
possession today or tomorrow. A fourth 
vody has been traced to Philadelphia and 
its recipient there will be no doubt discov- 
ered in the course of a few days. 

The man who produced this startling 
evidence was closeted witk the inspector 
and Detectives Norton aind Fitzpatrick 
from 6 till 9 o’clock last night. The in- 
spector declined to make his name known 
at present, for the reason that it would 
handicap his further investigations. 

This man’s story is that he first met 
Holmes in response to an advertisement 
which appeared in a daily newspaper for 
a machinist. This was in the summer of 
1892. He worked for Holmes in that capac- 
ity for several months. One day Holmes 
came to him and asked him if he could 
mount a skeleton. The man said hd 
could. Holmes conducted him to a dark 
room on the second floor in the central 
part of the building, and there pointed out 
the remains of a man. There was consid- 
erable flesh on the lower limbs, but the arms 
were practically bare. He took the arm 
bones and skull bones away with him that 
night. The next day ‘Holmes brought the 
remainder of the skeleton to the machin- 
ist’s house. 

This was October, 1892. January 2d, 1893, 
fiolmes came to him and asked him to 
articulate another skeleton for him. An- 
other trip to the dark room produced 
nnother human being, this time that of a 
female. This body had much mure flesh 
on it than the other. In describing the 
remains to the police he said: 

“The body .looked dike that of . jack 
rabbiewitP'Mud Deen skiined bese tting 
the skim down the face and rolling it back 
off the entire body. In. some places con- 
siderable of the flesh had been taken off 
with it.’’ 

This is the skeleton now in the posses. 
sion of the inspector, who believes it to be 
all that is left of Mrs. Julia Connor. 

In June, 1893, he was again called upon 
1y Holmes to articulate a third skeleton, 
which was produced from this same dark 
and mysterious chamber in the castle. 
Holmes paid him $36 each for two of the 
Skeletons and took them away. The third 
he did not call for. 

Chapman Will be Arrested. 

The name by which the mechanic is gen- 
erally known is Charley Chapman. He has 
not been formally placed under arrest, but 
probably will be as soon as the police get 
from him all the information he will give. 
It is said that he knows entirely too much 
of Holmes and his skeletons to be an inno- 
cent man, It was what he claims to be the 
skull of Mrs. Conner which he brought to 
Inspector Fitzpatrick. He claims that the 
balance of the bones are now in the hands 
of a young medical student to whom he 
loaned them. The entire skeleton will prob- 
ably be in the hands of the police tomor- 
row, together with that of Annie Williams. 
Chapman is quite positive that he knows 
from whose bodies the skeletons were tak- 
en and does not seem to realize that he can 
be made to tell Where he acquiréd the infor- 
mation or explain why he has held the in- 
formation secret. 

Gave Himself Away. 

The mechanic was greatly startled when 
he found that the police knew of his exist- 
ence or his connection with Holmes. He 
was drinking in a saloon early yesterday 
and becoming slightly intoxicated let slip 
several remarks which are accountable for 
his being in the position in which he now 
finds himself. He at first denied all knowl- 
edge of Holmes or his doings, but decided 
later that he would tell at least part otf 
what he knew. He pleaded with the police 
to keep his name from the public, as he has 
two respectable sons who are clerks in mer- 
cantile houses. here. 

Upon information obtained from Chap- 
man, Inspector Fitzpatrick tonight got pos- 
session of the trunk in which Holmes is al. 
leged to have put the body of the Williams 
girl. The body was sent to a houge on 
Wentworth avenue near Twenty-second 
street for Chapman to work on, Chapman 
says that when he received the body ere 
was only half of the flesh left on the nes 
—that the pack of the head and the hair 
were intact. He cleaned the bones and set 
the skeleton for Holmes. 
alleges, is still in the city, and éarly tomor- 
row morning he promises to take the police 
to it. He also says that the skeleton was 

isposed of by Holmes and that the present 
holders are unaware that the fiend ever 
had anything to do with it, as the sale was 
made through an agent. 

Locating the Graves. 
« Chapman was today taken to the Holmes 
house in Englewood. He pointed out two 
spots, one in the northeast corner of the 


cellar,and another under the sidewalk, where 


he claims the police will find beneath the 
surface two bricked graves and he is of the 
opinion that a body may be found in one or 
both of them. An extra force of men wil 
be put to digging for them early in the 
mcrning. 

The machinist’s transactions with Holmes 
seem to have been quite extensive. He ad- 
mits making a trip to Davenport, Ia., to do 
a job for Holmes, but says that after he ar- 
rived in the lowa town he was unable to 
find Holmes and came back to Chicago 
without doing anything. This was before

Chapman says Quinlan was not implicated 
in any of Holmes’s fiendish crimes. 

As to Qinlan, Inspector Fitzpatrick 
claims to have sufficient evidence already to 
hang. him. Quinlan was on the stand again 
today. He admitted some things which yes- 
terday he denied. He was greatly confused 
and has told so many stories that he cannot 
now remember what he has said. 

Quinlan in the Sweat Box. 

Another most important feature of this 
man's story was his statement that during 
all this time that he was fixing up skele- 
tons for Holmes, Pat Quinlan was about 
the premises and seemed to be Holmes’s 
trusted man. To verify his statement in 
this regard, Quinlan was sent for and con- 
fronted by the machinist and mounter of 
skeletons. What took place between the 
two men, the inspector declined to say, 
but when Pat came out of the sweat box 
this time he looked ten years older and his 
whole bearing was that of abject despair. 

Only about an hour before Quinlan had 
been called upon to face another witness 
whose testimony was damaging for him 
and Holmes. But from this ordeal he had 
come out with an air of apparent confi- 
dence. This witness was Cephas Hum- 
phrey, a colored man, who lives at No. 621 
Peoria street, and runs an express wagon. 
Humphrey told the inspector that in June 
1893, Holmes came to him one day and 
asked him if he could take a trunk and 
box to the union depot. 

‘T told him I could,”’ said Humphrey. 

“I want you to come after the stuff 
about dark,’’ said Holmes, 
care t@ have the neighbors see it go away.” 

Humphrey called. He was conducted 
to this chamber of horrors mentioned by 
the machinist, and even more vividly de- 
scribed by the superstitious colored man.

Humphrey then went on to tell how he 
had found a large box which looked like 
the casing ardinarily used for a coffin.

Holmes 
was watching him from a window upstairs 
and rapped vigorously to attract his at- 
tention, 

“Don’t do that,” he called to the ex- 
pressman. ‘‘Lay it down flat.’’ 

He then went back and got the trunk. 
Holmes instructed him to take both to the 
union depot and leave them at a certain 
place on the platform. He told Hum- 
phrey he need not say anything to any- 
body at the depot, as a man there, was ex- 
pecting the packages and would take care 
of them, Humphrey said, as well as he 
recollected, Holmes told him the box was 
to go to Philadelphia, but he could not 
remember wher@ he said the trunk was to 
be sent.

That 
scoundrel was, it sé@ems, irresistible to 
women, and I think that the Vantassel girl 
was either taken advantage of and now 
stays away from home on account of her 
disgrace, or that there was insurance-~on 
her life.

court. Mr. J. Wingfield Nisbet “has been 
clerk since the foundation of this tr.bunal. 
The clerk is appointed by the judge of the 
court. Dae term of Mr. N.sbet expires 
August sist. 

Judge Ross says he will not make the 
appointment until that time. The oniy 
opponent of ‘Mr. Nisbet, so far as is 
knuwn, ‘:s Mr. W. G. F. Price, ex-managing 
editur of The Mucon Telegrapn. Judge 
Ross and Mr. Pr.ce were araent supporters 
of Governor Atkinson and Mr. Nispet was 
@n enthusilasi:c champion of General 
kvans. The judgeship .s a gubernatorial 
appointment, 

A strong fight was made aga‘nst Judge 
Ross, but Governor AtKinson reappointed 
him. Tne cierken.p is taougnet to pay from 
$3,000 to $4,000 per annum. It is a nice 
pium. From the foerego.ng it does not re- 
Quire a very astute man to detect the 
politicai aspect that the appointment olf 
the cierk coulu assume. The term or office 
ig the game a8 thac of the jJudgesh_p—tfour 
years. 

The Municipal Contest. 

‘Next comes the election for mayor and 
aldermen, which does not vecur untl the 
second Saturday in December, but the 
campaign has already begun. 

Colonel kk. D. Huguenin stated positively 
that ne will ®e a candidate for mayor and 
that he wiil run on his own merits and 
not as the candidate of any party, clique, 
club or faction. Colonel Huguen.n has al- 
ways been identified w.th what is Known 
as the anti-Price faction, bui this is not 
his shibboleth of war this t.me, he says. 
There a:e indications, however, that he 
w.il be forced to assume the same watch- 
word whether he des.res to do sv or not. 
The central figure around which the Pr.ce 
forces cluster, the man after whose name 
that element is denominated, may himself 
be the leader of his cohorts, for the signs 
of the times point to Da:isy Price as a 
probable candidate for his old piace, ‘mayor 
of Macon. If he enters the fight it will 
be a battle royal to the finish, for the 
“old guard’’ never surrenders. Huguen.n 
says he is in for ‘“‘blood’’ and declares that 
he is opposed to certain proposed changes 
in the city charter, like the abolishment of 
c@ammiss.ons, etc. These changes would 
have to be made at the next sessiva of the 
legislature, which convenes on the fourth 
Wednesday in October, In order to be made 
effective for the municipal election in the 
following December. But there are other 
persons mentioned for mavor besides 
Huguenin and Price, to-wit: J. Fs Hanson, 
Cc. D. Findlay, 8S. B. Sperry, Morris Happ, 
Alexander Proudfit, T. J. Carling, Bridges 
Smith and Mayor Hcrne, provided the 
charter is changed and he is made eligible 
to re-election. The announcement of 
Huguenin is the first, and it is positive. 
Look out for others. There promises to 
be an abundant crop of candidates for 
aldermen.

SULLIVAN IS A BAD NEGRO, 


He Attempts To Burglarize a Powder 
Magazine. 

Columbus, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)—It has 
just been discovered that an attempt was 
made a few nights ago to break into the 
city’s magazine, in which a large quantity 
of powder and dynamite is stored. 

Tne would-be burgyar evidently spent 
several hours in the attempt to gain an 
entrance to the storeroom, but only suc- 
ceeded in opening the outer door, which 
was removed front its hinges by the use of 
a crowbar. When this was accomplished, 
the thief met with a still greater obstacle, 
in a strong iron inner door, ‘which was Sse- 
curely fastened, and which seems to have 
baffied him, as at that point the effort was 
abandoned. 

The magazine is located out near the ex- 
position, park, and for what purpose the 
attempt was made to rob it is a profound 
mystery. The act is one of the many 
crimes of which the negro, John Sullivan, 
who was arrested yesterday for robbing 
Ross’s bicycle exchange, is suspected. A 
few days ago the negro was sent up from 
the recorder’s court, He swore vengeance 
against the city authorities, saying that 
when he was released he would blow the 
town up. No attention was paid to the 
prisoner’s threat at the time, but as the 
attempt to get into the magazine was made 
on the night that he finished serving his 
sentence, some apprehension is felt.

Brunswick, Ga., Jmly 28.—(Special.)—The 
appearance of the monitor Amphitrite in 
. Brunswick harbor has proved an event of 
more than local interest and many visitors 
have been attracted’ to this city from out 
of town places. The monitor was ordered 
here to give two days’ instruction to the 
Brunswick Naval Reserve, but on arrival 
heve part of her machinery wag found dis- 
abled, which has necessitated a delay of 
several days making her departure {mprob- 
able for some days yet. 

The Amphitrité is practically a new ves- 
sel; having only been in commission since 
last fall, just prior to which time she was 
launched at the Wilmington, Del., ship 
yard and turned over to the government. 
She has a displacement of 3,990 tons, but 
the vessel’s registered tonnage is only 
55.1 feet and has a mean draft of 14.6 feet, 
long on load water line. Extreme breadth 
561 feet and has a mean draft of 14:6 feet, 
with twin screw and 1,60 indicated horse 
power. She réadily makes twelve knots an 
hour while on a voyage.

CARNIVAL OF CUT RATES. 


Savannah's Merchants Are Now En- 
jofing Reduced Freight Rates. 
Savannah, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)—A big 
rate war betWeen the Ocean Steamship 
Company, of Savannah, and the Merchants 
and Miners’ Transportation line, between 
here and Baltimore is on. e Ocean 
Steamship Company sent out circulars last 
week announcing a reduction of about 60 
per cent on all classes of freight. The 
reductions on the different classes an- 
nounced from New York to Savannah are: 
First 55 to 22 cents, second 45 to 18 cents, 
third 35 to 14 cents, fourth 28 to 12 cents, 
fifth 23 to 10 cents, and sixth 18 to 8 cents. 
This action was followed by a circular is- 
sued this morning by the Merchants and 
Miners’ line announcing the same reduc- 
tions, but making them operative from 
July 23d, whereas the rates announced by 
the Ocean Steamship Company are opera- 
tive July 29th. The cause of the cut, w@ich 
was practically first made by the Ocean 
Steamship Company? is said to be that the 
Merchants and Miners’ has been favoring 
its custemers with rebates, passes, etc. 
The charge is made that this has been go- 
ing on for the last six months and the 
other line which does not indulge in such 
practices, so it is claimed, wants to put 

an end to it. 

These reductigns apply to all goods ship- 
ped from the north and east to Savannah, 
ind such a heavy reduction must neces- 
sarily cut the through rate to interior 
points, as the cut rate with the local rate 
o such points will not be as much as the 
through rate. It is reported authorita- 
tivély that one of the steps contemplated 
- the fight is the addition of a new line 
between Laltimore and Savannah by the 
‘cean Steamship Company, and it is said 
that there will be still heavier reductions 
if the alleged practices indulged in by the 
Merchants and Miners’ line are not stopped. 
The latter line is not a member of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion and is not amenable to its laws and 
rules.

The Cfficers o° the New Monitor Enter- 
tained Royally—C. W. Deming Writes

Brunswick, Ga., Jmly 28.—(Special.)—The 
appearance of the monitor Amphitrite in 
. Brunswick hharbor has proved an event of 
more than local interest and many visitors 
have been attracted to this city from out 
of town places. The monitor was ordered 
here to give two days’ instruction to the 
Brunswick Naval Reserve, but on arrival 
heve part of her machinery wag found dis- 
abled, which has necessitated a delay of 
several days making her departure improb- 
able for some days yet. 

The Amphitrite is practically a new ves- 
sel, having only been in commission since 
last fall, just prior to which time she was 
launched at the Wilmington, Del., ship 
yard and turned over to the government. 
She has a displacement of 3,990 tons, but 
the vessel’s registered tonnage is only 
55.1 feet and has a mean draft of 14.6 feet, 
long on load water line. Extreme breadth 
551 feet and has a mean draft of 14:6 feet, 
with twin screw and 1,600 indicated horse 
power. She readily makes twelve knots an 
hour while on a voyage. ~

CARNIVAL OF CUT RATES. 


Savannah's Merchants Are Now En- 
jofing Reduced Freight Rates. 
Savannah, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)—A big 
rate war betWeen the Ocean Steamship 
Company, of Savannah, and the Merchants 
and Miners’ Transportation line, between 
here and Baltimore is on. e Ocean 
Steamship Company sent out circulars last 
week announcing a reduction of about §& 
per cent on all classes of freight. The 
reductions on the different classes an- 
nounced from New York to Savannah are: 
First 55 to 22 cents, second 45 to 18 cents, 
third 35 to 14 cents, fourth 28 to 12 cents, 
fifth 23 to 10 cents, and sixth 18 to 8 cents. 
This action was followed by a circular is- 
sued this morning by the Merchants and 
Miners’ line announcing the same reduc- 
tions, but making them operative from 
July 23d, whereas the rates announced by 
the Ocean Steamship Company are opera- 
tive July 29th. The cause of the cut, weich 
was practically first made by the Ocean 
Steamship Company? is said to be that the 
Mtrchants and Miners’ has been favoring 
its customers with rebates, passes, etc. 
The charge is made that this has been go- 
ing on for the last six months and the 
other line which does not indulge in such 
practices, so it is claimed, wants to put 

an end to it. 

These reductions apply to all goods ship- 
ped from the north and east to Savannah, 
ind such a heavy reduction must neces- 
sarily cut the through rate to interior 
points, as the cut rate with the local rate 
o such points will not be as much as the 
through rate. It is reported authorita- 
tively that one of the steps contemplated 
.n the fight is the addition of a new line 
between Baltimore and Savannah by the 
‘cean Steamship Company, and it is said 
that there will be still heavier reductions 
if the alleged practices indulged in by the 
Merchants and Miners’ line are not stopped. 
The latter line is not a member of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion and is not amenable to its laws and 
rules.

The corn crop of 1889 was 2,112,892,- 
000 bushels. It was the largest crop 
known in our history, but this year’s 
yield promises to be still larger and the 
estimate is that it will be 2,400,000,000 


bushels. 

The west will furnish a tremendous 

share of this total and the south will 
produce more than at any’ previous 
period. The price keeps’ up fairly well, 
and the farmers will make a profit. The 
St. Louls Republic says: 
Corn is the most valuable &agricultural 
product of the United States; not only be- 
cause it is the largest, but also because it 
is manufattured and consumed at home. 
The total crop is transformed directly into 
human energy or adds to the country’s 
employment of industry by being fed to live 
stock. 

It is corn which makes the American 
people the best fed in the world; which 
gives them a variety and’ cheapness of 
meat foods, phenomenal when compared 
with the past of any other nation and 
‘striking when compared with the present. 

There has been some repining because 
Europe will not import our corn and corn 
meal in large quantities. Some-~- earnest 
efforts have been made to introduce the 
many preparations for the table which we 
find palatable and wholesome. Perhaps 
these efforts are not thrown away, but the 
most profitable export of corn ,is in the 
form of meat. If the Untted States can 
sell abroad all the meat their corn will 
make, they should be pleased rather than 
discontented if not bushel of corn left 
our shores. When the south manufactures 
its cotton as closely as the west manu- 
factures its corn, the wealth of that sec- 
tion will no fonger suffér in comparison 
with the showing of New England. There 
is more to regret in the large proportion 
of raw cotton exports than in the small 
proportion of corn exports. js 

This big crop will create wealth and 
trade just where they are needed. It 
will pay debts, increase the value of real 
estate and benefit the railways. Corn is 
the poor man’s crop. It requires very 
little capital and ean be produced al- 
most anywhere.

Facts About Longevity. 
The death of a New Yorker at the age 
of 101 moves The Tribune to remark: 


The example of the centenarian is of lit- 
tle use in reaching a theory of average 
long life, for these persons are exceptions. 
At the same time their common charac- 
teristics may be worth observing, if any 
are t@ be found, as offering some hint as 
to things at least not incompatible with 
long life. A writer in the current number 
of The Strand Magazine tells of a number 
of British centenarians, and points out 
that an insurance investigator some years 
ago gathered a list of no fewer than 225 
centenarians of almost every social rank 
and many nationalities, but the majority of 
them were Britons or Russians. There are 
stories of an Englishman who lived in the 
sixteenth ceneury to be 207, and a Russian 
who died in 1812 when between 200 and 205 
years old. They are hardly to be believed, 
though there are many known cases of 120 
years having been reached. The Strand 
writer's sketches tell of fourteen cente- 
nZrians living in Great Britain within a 
half-dozen years. The majority of them 
were of humble origin. Every one of them 
married, and in several cases reared large 
families, and all of them led temperate 
lives, only a few even using Hquor in mod- 
eration. These conditions lead easily to a 
theory of long life. The old people came 
from good stock not enervated by high 
living. They themselves endured hardship 
on simple fare. Many of them were Scotch 
and subsisted largely on porridges. They 
all had homes, pursued the even tenor of 
their ways and entered not into the turmoil 
of the great world. 


There is no tested and accepted theory 
of longevity. In the cold climate of 


* Norway centenarians flourish, ‘and they 


will also be found under an equatorial 
sun. Strong men pass the century limit 
and very feeble men do the same. There 
is no racial nor geographical bar to lon- 
sevity. A man working in the open air 
in Peru on one meal a day reached the 
age of 120, while M. Chevreul, the 
French chemist, lived to be 104, although 
he never took any exercise and spent 
most of his time in his. laboratory.

THE ATTORNEYS DIDN'T GO TO DUBLIN 


The New Turn of Affairs Will Cause an 
Unexpected Delay in the Hear- 
ing of the Motion. 


The hearing of the motion for the new 
trial.of Will Myers goes over for another 
week. | : 

Quite an unexpected and sensational turn 
the case took yesterday when the attorneys 
for the defense filed with the prosecution 
affidavits that two of the jurors had ex- 
pressed themselves regarding the guilt of 
Myers before the last trial, 

Another affidavit which the defense. con- 
sider important evidence and upon which 
they will make vigorous argument, declares 
that the detectives took the shoes of 
Charles Jones, the young man_ arrested 
upon suspicion just after the murder, to 
the scene of the tragedy-and fitted them to 
the tracks, This additional evidence will 
call for counter affidavits and will neces- 
sarily delay’ the hearing of the case for 
another week. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn and Solicitor Hill 
were surprised yesterday when they learned 
that the hearing would have to be post- 
poned. They had made all arrangements 
to leave for Laurens county yesterday 
morning. Saturday night, however, Colo- 
nel Glenn received information from 
Attorney Moyers to the effect that he would 
in all probability file the affidavits. Later 
on in the night, just after he had finished 
his lecture on Goethe, Colonel Glenn was 
informed that the affidavits would be given 
him during the night and was told to wait 
at the Kimball. Here he waited until after 
1 o'clock, thinking that the papers would 
be given to him every minute, but they 
game not. 

In the meantime he had telephoned to So- 
licitor Hill and told him of the new turn 
in the case. It was not until yesterday at 
10 o’clock that the affidavits reached the 
attorneys for the state. As soon as possi- 
ble they telegraphed to Judge John C. Hart, 
before whom the case was to be heard. A 
reply was received stating that the hearing 
would be postponed for one week. 

During that time the lawyers for the pros- 
ecution will be busied securing counter 
affidavits. 

: What Muller Said. 

The first affidavit concerns Fred Muljer, 
who was on the jury in the recent trial. 

This affidavit comes from a man whose 
name is Dennis, and states that Muller 
while working at the exposition grounds, 
stated during a conversation one day that 
if it chanced that he was on the jury to 
try Myers, he would hang him without 
doubt. 

The paper states the day and occasion 
upon which the conversation occurred. Tes- 
timonials to the character of the man 
whose name is Dennis are also introduced. 

B. F. Jones was another juror, and the 
other affidavit deals with him. It comes 
from W. J. Flournoy, who states that

These are the papers which will cause the 
delay in the case.

A Glimpse Into the Georgia Baptist 
Home of This City. 

At 293 Courtland avenue, in the Baptist 
Orphans’ home, are thirty-five children, 
unfortunate ones, and yet fortunate. From 
homes of poverty ‘and want they come, be- 
reft of a thother’s love and fatherly care. 
Its perpetuity depends, not on indorsement 
or worldly security, but on the generosity of 
the people. 

The managers of this home never turn 
any children away as long as there is 
room, and many are the homes that are 
brightened by the children that are sent 
there from this institution. 

The children are clothed by the different 
societies and individuals over the state 
many of whom take a bed and put on it 
the name of their society, or some cher- 
ished friend whom they wish to honor, and 
they keep it supplied with linen. The work 
of the home is thus divided out amongst 
the good women all over the state. 

There are few days in the year that the 
home does not get contributions of some 


kind. A valuable box was received a few 
days singe from Locust Grove, containing 
five bushels of meal, onions, apples, pota- 
toes, cabbage, eggs, butter and other things ! 
that cost each one but little, yet one gat 


so much to the home. 
If it were not for the expense on the rail- 


road the generous country people would 


supply the home with fruits and vegeta: | 
bles. The cnildren of the public schools | 
are asked to give their old textbooks to . 
the orphans. “There are thirty-five chil- .

Occur Being Bailt. 


WILLIAM HOSEA WILL SOON BE HERE 


He Writes to President Cleveland Again, 
and Also Sends a Letter to Minister 
Dupuy de Lome. 


Every day that passes enlarges the need 
for William Hosea Ballou in Atlanta. 

Every day carpenters with hammer, nails 
and lumber are constructing a cruel arena. 
at the exposition grounds in which the 
bulls and matadores will meet in peaceful, 
bloodless combat—combat, however, which 
must be prevented at all odds. William 
Hosea is the man to do the preventing. 

Therefore the number of the days that 
separates him from us is growing beautiful- 
ly less. Now but liltie more than a month 
d@itervenes between Atlanta and William 
Hosea. He was here not long ago, but he 
will come again. This time his fighting met- 
tle will be up, and instead of the suave and 
smiling gentleman who created such a fine 
impression in the city, there will be a 
strong, firm man about whose loins the 
armor of battle will be girded. 

Wiliam Hosea has talked for the press 
several times since he started his crusade. 
He has talked for the press when he was 
not busy writing letters about his crusade. 
He said to the press that he was resolved 
to stop the fight; that it could not go on. 
Now that President Cleveland has refused 
to take a hand, and Mr. Carlisle's assistant, 
Mr. Hamlin, has decided against him, he 
would appeal to our courts and get a man- 
damus, or something—he didn’t know what. 
He would get the proper thing to stop a bull 
fight, however. 

He has written again to President Cleve- 
land concerning the matter. He has also 
sent a note to Minister de Lome, of Spain. 
This is the latest morsel of news concern- 
ing his movements, sent out from New 
York last night: 

“New York, July 28.—(Special.)—William 
Hosea Ballou, vice president of the Amer- 
ican Humane Association, has written to 
Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish minister, ask - 
ing whether the efforts of humane societies 
in Spain have not reduced the alleged cruel 
features’ of bull fighting in that country, 
and whether it has not ceased to be of suf- 
ficient importance there to be styled a na- 
tional custom. He has also written to Pres- 
ident Cleveland again, protesting against 
the admiss‘on of bulls and bullfighters into 
this country to take part in the proposed 
bull fights at the Atlanta expositioa. 

In a New York interview Mr. Ballou ex- 
presses himself as being pained with The 
Corpetitution’s attitude toward him. Here 
are some extracts from his talk about the 
exposition management and other points: 

“Why, it’s a shame that such a thing 
as;a@ bull fight should be proposed in this 
country. his republic was founded by. 
people who did not want foreign customs, 
fcreign indecencies, mysteries of Paris, eitc., 
to prevail here. And now it is proposed to 
give an indecent representation of an in- 
decent practice, grossly immoral, Why 
should we tolerate it? If the foreigners 
who come here doy’t like our ways, let 
them go home again. 
or a boot could be put behind every man 
and they could be sent back if they won't 
conform to our ways. . 

“We don’t want our children to see such 
an exhibition, and we don’t want our‘laws 
violated. Bull fighting ts forbidden by the 
laws of every state in the union, and the 
laws: of the Unitej States do not allow 
such an exhibition as is proposed. Not one 
of those fighters can enter this country 
without the express permission of the rec- 
retary of the treasury, given for each man 
specifically, and the secretary kas been 
notified of the law. And entry for the bulls 
is prohibited by the tariff act of last year, 
for they are immoral objects. (Mr. Ballou 
defines an immoral object as one used for 
immoral purposes. He has no objection to 
a bull tied to a post, he says.) 

“Now, shall violations of the law be 
allowed? Above and beyond the American 
Humane Association is the duty of the 
citizen. In every state it is the law that 
when a public officiei does not fulfill the 
law it is the duty of the citizen to compel 
him by mandamus or otherwise to do so. 
The people are the masters in this coun- 
try. hall we stand by and see tbe iaw 
violated? It is my duty and your duty 


and the duty of every man to compel its, 


observance. 

“The management have not answered a 
polite letter of inquiry,’’ Mr. Ballou said. 
“They seem to be laughing at it and to 
regard it as a good advertisement. That 
causes me regret and annoyance, for I 
don't want the matter to be looked upon 
in that light at all. I suppose that perhaps 
this discussion will cause a million people, 
maybe, to think of the Cotton States and 
International exposition that would not 
have thought of it otherwise, Sut J think 
that instead of being glad we should 
feel shame fhat an American city should 
be advertised as the place of such a gross- 
ly immoral show. Why, even Chicago 
would rot have a bull fight? The world’s 
fair management refused to haye one, 
The duke of Veragua was informed that he 
could not bring his bulls here; but that was 
under Harrison’s administration. 

“The American people do iot want such 
things. They do not want them at home, 
and they do not go to see them abroad. 
A Lewspaper here suys they all go to such 
things as bull fights, the mysteries of Paris, 
etc., the first thing when they are aoroad. 
By Mayor Strong’s expletive, that is a 
libél. Only a smell percentage of them 


do ‘so. 

“The people of Atlanta do not want the 
figrt. I have received letters from there, 
one from a member of one of the foremost 
law firms of the place, and all express 
sympathy with the effort to prevent the 
fight. The Atlanta IJumane Society has 
not been strong. It had only thsee mem- 
bers—the officers—when I was down there 
in April, but I went among the drawin 
rooms for them, and now there is a ¢ 
membership. In fact, there is not in the 
southeastern states as strong a feeling as 
we should like _to see regarding the v work

THEY GO TO SEE PRESIDENT SPENCER 


And Will Urge That He Locate the Head- 
quarters of the Southern Railway 
in This City. 


Colonel W. A. Turk, who is one of the 
great reasons why Washington does not 
want the headquarters of the Southern 
moved to Atlanta, glanced over the morn- 
ing’s paper and read the list of names of 
Atlantians who are going to New York 
today to see Mr. Spencer. 

“Going up to move us down, eh?’ said 
the colonel with a smile. “Atlanta’s a 
good city, a fine city. So’s Washington. 
I like Atlanta. I like Washington. It’s all 
right. I haven’t got any kick either way. 
It’s all right. If they bring me to Atlanta 
I’m in a gcod place, as good as I know of. 
I’m always satisfied here. Ard if they keep 
us in Washington, I’m all right there. I 
see nearly as much of Atlanta as Wash- 
ingtoz anyhow. 

“IT used to live in Atlanta and I like it. 
I was here in '83 and ‘84. Do you believe, 
Atlanta’s nearly three times as big as she 
was then—nearly three times, it seems 
to me. She’s growing.’ A great city, a 
great city.”’ 

As Colonel Turk feefs, so feel nearly all 
of the larger officials of the Southern re- 
garding the proposed change of headquar- 
ters to Atlanta. It is said that Mr. Bald- 
win is in favor of the change and it is 
thought that President Samuel Spencer is 
by no means averse to it. 

It is regarded as a most favorable sign 
that he should invite the committee to go 
ta New York to” present the claims of this 
city.

AN OLD “BLUE BOOK”: 


A Rasty, Battered Yolame Tells Stories, 
: of Many Office Holders. 


GEORGIA WAS WELL TO THE FRONT 


The Sauth Has Always Had a Lively Sbare 
of Offices—Something of the “Biue 
Book”’ of 1874. 


Montgomery, ‘Ala., July 27.—(Special.)— 
The title, “‘Blue Book,” on a rusty, batter- 
ed old volume “‘which one might think’ 
Was not worth houseroom, is the name of 
@ volume which occupies a place in my 
bookcase. 

The book is not blue in color and from 
its present appearance it does not look 
like it was ever blue. It {s only the register 
of the chief officials of the United States, 
engaged In executive, diplomatic, judicial, 
War, navy, legislative and post depart- 
ments for the year ending June 30, 1847. 

The long columns of names appear un- 
attractive at a casual giance, but they 
form a portion of the history of the 
country and for that reason they teem 
with interest for any one who, in this rush- 
ing, busy world, wants to spend a little 
time looking backward. 

Georgia was represented on the first flag 
ef the country by one of the original 
thirteen stars, because the Oglethorpe 
plantation took a hand én the racket which 
resulted in the independence of the thir- 
teen colonies. 

By this action Georgia entered the game 
of government early and the Empire State 
of the South has been constantly taking a 
lively share in it. 

When the blue book of 1847 was issued 
James K. Polk, of Tennessee, by way of 
North Carvl'na, was president of the 
United States at a salary of $25,000 per 
annum. George M. Dallas, of Pennsyl- 
vania, occupied the vice presidential chair 
and drew every year $,000 for his trolible. 

James Buchanan, of Pennsylvania, Was 
secretary of state at the modest compensa- 
tion of $6,000 per annum. Under him the 
blue book shows that William H. Stiles, a 
native of Georgia, was charge d'affaires 
of this government in Austria, for which 
service he drew $4,500 yearly. 

Another native of Pennsylvania, Robert 
J. Walker, was secretary of the treasury, 
and in his department the first native of 
Georgia noted is Francis Doyle, who held 
a $1,000 clerkship in the office of the first 
auditor. 

In 1847 the department of the interior 
did not exist and the public lands of the 
country were under the management of the 
treasury department. Georgia owned, as 
one of the originals, its own lands, and 
when Georgians went into the land office 
business for the genenal government they 
found employment outside the state. M. 
M. Reed, a Georg’an, was a clerk in the 
office of Robert Butler, surveyor general 
of the Florida district, at St. Augustine. 

John J. Coleman, a native of Georgia, 
was register of the land office at Hunts- 
ville; Ala., and has any numbér of de- 
scendants in and about that pretty north 
Alabama city. William 8S. Taylor, of Geor- 
g@.a, was receiver of public moneys at 
Pontotoc, on the Chickasaw concession in 
the state of Mississippi. 

In 1847 customs were collected at two 
points in Georgia—Savannah and St. 
aMry’s. At Savannah William B. Bulloch, 
a native Georg.an, was collector of cus- 
toms and earned for the year $1,408.65. His 
deputy was John Postell, of South Carolina. 
Among ‘his subordinates were the following 
Georgians: Thomas WN. Box, Robert W. 
Pooler, Charles Stephens, William Mackey, 
Thomas Bourke, lsaca DeLyon, William J. 
Moore, Levy J. Meyers, Abial Winn, W.l- 
liam J. Bulloch and James R. Johnston. 

The other subordinates under Collector 
Bulloch were Jacob de la Motta, South 
Carclina; Daniel Kearne, Ireland; William 
Starr, Pennsylvania; John Case and Dan- 
jel Keane, Ireland; Joseph George, New 
York; Lewis F. Nicoll, New Jersey, and 
Joseph Felt, Massachusetts. 

The coSectorship of the grt ‘of &t. 
Mary’s, a five-hundred-dollar job, was held 
by Archibald Clark, a Georgia, who sur- 
rounded himself in the discharge of the du- 
ties of that place with the following, all 
natives of the state: Peter Corb, John Pa- 
cetty, Tom Paine,Armand Lefils and Wood- 
ford Mabry. 

James Dell, a Georgian, was collector of 
customs at St. Johns, Fila. 

Hiram G. Runnels, a Georgian, was col- 
lector of customs at Galveston, Tgx., a po- 
sition which paid him for the year ‘46-47 the 
sum of $1,937.50. 

In the marine service the following Geor- 
gians are named: Captian Thomas C. Ru- 
dolph, waiting orders; Lieutenants James J. 
Morrison (then sick) and Dudley Daven- 
port, waiting orders. 

In 1847 the Tybee lighthouse was kept 
by William T. Baker, who received his ap- 
pointment in 1840. St. Simon’s island lighi- 
house was in charge of L. MckIntosh, who 
was appointed to that position in 1837. D. 
Thompson, appointed in 1838, had charge 
of the lighthouse at Little Cumberland. 
William Thomas, appointed in 1845, had 
charge of Sapello island lighthouse and 
the Wolf island beacons were in the care 
of Henry Cannon, appointed in 1845. 

The branch mint of the United States at 
Dahlonega was in charge of a Georgian, 
Superintendent James F. Cooper, whose 
ealary was $2,000 per year. He was assisted 
by three Georgians in the management: D. 
H. Mason, coiner, melter and refiner, at a 
Salary of $1,500; Isaac Todd, assayer, salary 
$1,500 and-William Grisham, clerk, salary 
$1,000. 

William L. Marcy of Massachusetts, 
Was secretary of war, and the first Geor- 
gian listed in the war department register 
of 1847 was Josiah Smart, interpreter, on 
duty at the Sac and Fox Indian agency. 

There was a pension list in those days 
the same as now, but not so large, and the 
pension headquarters ‘for Georgia at Sa- 
vannah, was in charge of James S. Morel, 
a native of Virginia. 

J. C. Berry, a Georgian, was one of the 
agents of the commissary department and 
was on duty at Tampico, Mexico, the Mexi- 
can war then being in progress. Thomas 
Durham and J. Richardson were two ad- 
ditional Georgians: engaged in this de- 
partment. The former was on duty at 
Basos Santiago, Mexico, and the latter at 
Reynosa, Mexico. 

Drs. John Carter and John Loyall, 
private physicians, were engaged by the 
government for temporary service, the 
former being assigned to duty at the Au- 
Gusta arsenal and the latter at Columbus. 

In the list of army officers appears the. 
mame of Brigadier General David E. 
Twiggs, a native of Georgia. 

The other Georgians whose names ap~ 
pear in the 1847 army list are Captain 
Henry C. Wayne, of the quartermaster’s 
department; Surgeon John M. Cuyler and 
Assistant Surgeon ‘William E. Fullwood, 
of the medical department. 

Captain Thomas P. Randle was one of 
the Georgia voluntetrs in the commissary 
department for the war with Mexico, and 
Surgeon A. Parker was a volunteer in the 
medical department. 

First Lieutenant Montgomery C. Meigs 
Was the Georgia representative in the corps 
of engineers of the regular army, while 
the Empire State was represented in the 
corps of topog¢vaphical engireers by Cap- 
tain John Mackey. Richard J. R. Bee, a 
Georgian, was attached to the ordinance 
departinent of the regular army. In the. 
First regiment of dragoons Georgia was 
represented by Captain Philip R. Thomp- 
690n. 

Captains Nathaniel W. Hunter and Wil- 
liam J. Hardee and Lieutenent W. D. 
Smith were the Georgia representatives in 
the Second reziment of dra zo0o0ns. 

Captein Heury C. Wayne, acting quarter- 
master, and Lieutenant Henry Coffee were 
the Georgians in the First artillery.

Bedney F. McDonald represented tieorgia 
in the Third artillery. 

Lieutenants Henry D. Waller and Thom- 
as R. McConnell were the Georgians in: 
the Fourth infantry. 3 

This. was the regiment fn which U. 8. 
Grant “served during the Mexican war and 
in 1847 U. 8S. Grant was second lieutenant 
and brevet regimental quartermaster. 

Lieutenant Colonel James 8. McIntosh 
reprcsented Georgia in the Fifth infantry, 
while Captain William H: T. Walker was 
the sole representative of the state amon? 
the officers of the Sixth infantry. 

Lieutenant Lefayette McLaws and Wil- 
liam M. Gardner held up the honor of the 
State in tne Seventh infantry. 

The Thirteenth igfantry was evidently 
a desirabie cotamand for Georgians. In 
1847 its commander was Colonel Robert M. 
Echols, a Georgian, who had as officers in 
his regiment. the. following Georgians: 
Major Alien G. Johnson, Surgeon John T. 
Lamar, Captains Walton Ector and Henry 
E. W. Clark; Lieutenants Joseph A. White, 
James M. Dye (regimental quartermaster), 
Daniel Kirkpatrick, Nathaniel Grant, John 
C. Mangham, Jr., Samuel H. Crump and 
John C. Wellborn. 

lAeutenant Robert C. Forsyth was the 
only Georgia officer in the regiment of 
voltigeurs and foot riflemen. Lieutenans 
Forsyth had the distinction of serving un- 
der Joseph E. Johnston, who, in 1847, was 
lieutenant colonel of this regiment. 

Out of the first class of forty-two mem- 
bers at the military academy at West 
Point in 1847 Georgia had two representa- 
tives in Cadets John C. Booth and James 
W. DeLyon. The second class had a mem- 
bership of forty-six and Cadets Thomas 
Wright’ and Alfred Cumming were the 
Georgians. In the third class, which had 
eighty members, Georgia had three repre- 
sentatives—Cadets James P. Flewellen, J. 
Edward Maxwell and Harrison Herndon. 
Cadet Samuel J. Koockogey was the only 
Georgian in the fourth class. 

John Y. Mason, of Virginia, was secreta- 
ry of the navy under President Polk, 
and the first Georgian named 
the navy department by the 
blue book is Captain Thomas 
Newell, who was at that 
waiting orders. 

The other Georgia offipergd mentioned 
are Commander James M. McIntosh, com- 
manding the rendezvous at New York; 
Commander William F. Shields, command- 
ing the sloop Preble; Lieutenant Charlies 
H. Jackson, on special duty at the Boston 
navy yard; Lieutenant Lioyd B. Newell, 
waiting orders; Lieutenant John M. Ber- 
rien, on duty on the steamer Scorpion; 
Lieutenant George M. White, on duty at 
Portsmouth, N.H.; Lieutenant Horace N. 
Harrison, on duty on the sloop Jamestown; 
Lieutenant William A. Wayne, on leave of 
absence; Lieutenant Edward C. Anderson, 
on duty on the coast survey, and Lieu- 
tenant William Ross Gardner, on duty on 
the sloop Jamestown. 

In the medical department of the navy 
Georgia was represented by Assistart Sur- 
geon J. W. B. Greenhow, on duty oh the 
schooner Flirt, and Assistant Surgeon 
Samuel G. White, on duty on the steamer 
Water Witch. 

Purser Joseph Bryan was on leave of 
absence and Purser John D. Gibson was 
waiting orders, they being the only Geor- 
gians named in this class. 

In the list of naval chaplains appears the 
name of one "Georgian, Thomas Coke 
Stanley, who was, in 1847, waiting orders. 

The Georgians who were pust midshipmen 
were Edward T. Nichols, on the bomb brig 
Stromboli; Henry K. Davenport, on the 
frigate Columbia; James D. Bulloch, on 
duty with the Pacific squadron; Richard M. 
Cuyler, on duty with the coast survey, 
and Julian Meyers, on duty with the Afri- 
can squadron. 

Among the midshipmen were the follow- 
ing Georgians: Samuel P. Griffin, at naval 
school; Charles F. Hopkins, on the frigate 
Columbia; Bayard E. Hand, on the war- 
ship Ohio, and John Kell, Edward H. 
Scovell and Edward E. Stone, at the naval 
school. 

In the list of officers in the marine corps 
two Georgians are named—Captai Levi 
Twiggs, on duty with the army in Mexico, 
and Jacob Read, returned sick from the 
army in Mexico. /« 

H. C. Williams, a Georgian, was a naval 
storekeeper, on duty in Washington, draw- 
ing a salary of $1,700 per annum. 

Among the deaths in the navy for the 
year 1846 was that of John T. Burton, who 
died at Savannah, Ga., August 22d. 

Nathan Clifford, of New Hampshire, was 
attorney general, and Roger B. Taney, of 
Maryland, was chief justice of the su- 
preme court. Georgia was represented on 
the supreme bench in the person of Associ- 
ate Justice James M. Wayne, of Savannah. 

J. C. Nicholls, of Savannah, was judge of 
the United States district court of Geor- 
gia, at a salary of $2,300. Henry R. Jack- 
son was district attorney and Thomas M. 
Griffin, of Fayetteville, was United States 
marshal. yp 

Even at that early day Georgians were 
of ai judicial turn of mind and 
in the list of justices of the peace 
in the District of Columbia appears the 
names of Reuben Burdine and H. C. Wil- 
son, both natives of Georgia. 

In the record of expenses of the naval 
department appears one item of payment 
to a Georgia paper. The Savannah Geor- 
gian was paid $27 for advertising proposals. 

When the blue book of 1847 was is- 
sued Georgia had only one senator, Walter 
T. Colquitt, the blue book nofing a va- 
cancy, but a footnote. says that John Me- 
Pherson Berrien was elected to the senate 
in November, 1847. 

Robert O. Winthrop, of Massa- 
chusetts, was speaker of the house 
of representatives and the folowing was 
the Georgia delegation in the house with 
the residence of each: ‘Thomas Butler 
King, Fredrica; Alfred Iverson, Columbus; 
John W. Jones, Griffin; Hugh A. Haralson, 
LaGrange; John H. Lumpkin, Rome; How- 
eil Cobb, Athens; Alexander H. Stephens, 
Crawfordville, and Robert Toombs, Wasnh- 
ington. 

Of Georgia’s delegation all were natives 
of the state except Thomas Butler King, 
born in Massachusetts, and John W. Jones, 
born in Maryland. 

The total employes of the senate in 1847 
numbered fifteen, with Asbury Dickins, 
of North Carolina, as secretary. Georgia 
had no son in the list of senate employes, 
but in the house where thirty employes 
were engaged, the list being headed by 
Benjamin B. ‘French, of New Hampshire, 
as clerk, one Georgian, Thomas D. Harris, 
had a clerkship which paid him $1,500 per | 
annum. 

Cave Johnson, of Tennessee, was post- 
master general, and dispensed fourth-class 
postoffices with a healthy regularity. The 
only Georgian who had a berth under him 
was George Lumpkin, who was the posses- 
sor of a $1,200 clerkship. 

Postoffices in 1847 were like they are now, 
some paid well and some did not.* The fol- 
lowing is @ list of the Georgia postoffices 
which paid more than $100 per annum to 
the incumbent, with the name of the post- 
master and the amount of compensation 
he received for the fiscal year ending Jane 
‘30, 1847: 

Albany, then in Baker county, had Ste- 
phen T. Mallory as postmaster, whose com- 
pensation was $274.86. The net proceeds 
of this office amounted to $306.28. 

Americus had William Mims as post- 
master, and for three quarters of the fiscal 
year his compensation amounted to $137.33, 
while the net proceeds of the office were 
$166.60. 

John Crawford had a fairly good thing 
as postmaster of Athens, and his compen- 
sation amounted to $878.15. The net pro- 
ceeds of this office was $1,563.40. 

At this time Atlanta was one of Geor- 
gia's infant ‘industries, and G. W. Collier, 
who was postmaster, received only $306.93 
as Compensation for this fiscal year. The 
government received $620.47 as net proceeds 
for this office. 

As far back as 1847 the postoffice at Au- 
gusta was a good thing, and E. B. Gilas- 
cock, who was then postmaster, drew 
$1,321.77 for his year’s service, while the net 
proceeds to the government amounted to 
$4,483.57.

The government’s share of running that

Cassville, now in Bartow county, was 
then in Cass county. Robert H. Patton 
handed out the mail matter at Cassville, 
and he took in for his year’s service $315.15, 
While the office netted the government 
$231.44. The postmaster had the best end 
of the bargain at Cassville. 

Alexander Erwin was the presiding gen- 

ius at the Clarkesville postoffice and his 
pay was for the year $222.93. The govern- 
ment netted $285.10. 
- At Clinton, Jones county, Charles Hutch- 
ings was postmaster and the. office paid 
him $196.26, while it netted the government 
$247.02. 

The postoffice at Columbus was not a4 
bad thing. John Forsythe run the office and 
its revenue for him was $1,976.49. He turn- 
ed in to the government net proceeds 
amounting to $2,131.46. 

Covington had two postmasters during 
the year. William P. Anderson was in the 
office for six months and received $146.83, 
while he turned in to the government $194.02. 
The last six months of ‘the fiscal year, the 
office at Covigzton was presided over by 
George T. Anderson, whose pay for that 
time was $142.11, and he paid net proceeds 
to the gdvernment for this term amounting 
to $235.69. 

From July 1, 1846, to April 30, 1847, A. E. 
Blount was postmaster at Cross Plains, 
and for that time his salary was $108.48, 
while the government's take out was $137.74. 
On April 30, 1847, Postmaster Blount found 
himself suddenly promoted to the post- 
mastership of Dalton, by a change of name, 
and from May 1, 187, to June 20th his com- 
pensation was $29.91, while he increaséd the 
government’s net proceeds by the addition 
of $47.96 to the sum already reported. 

G. W. Fouche was postmaster at Cullo- 
den, Monroe county, and his share of the 
proceeds amounted to $118.M. The govern- 
ment netted $129.43. 

Cuthbert’s postoffice was worth $187.07 to 
Postmaster E. D. Smith, while it netted the 
government $214.90. 

At Dahlonega A. G. Wimpey was post- 
master and he received $218.46, while the 
office netted the government $322.19. 

Charles O'Neal, postmaster at Darien, for 
three-quarters of the year received $326.72, 
and the government's share was 3351.64. 

The Decatur postoffice was in charge of 
John Glenn, whose compensation wus $192.59. 
Net proceeds of the office, $249.09. 

At Dublin, Francis Thomas ran the office 
and his compensation was $107.10. The net 
proceeds of this office amounted to only 
$98.06. 

S. C. Pruden was postmaster at Eaton- 
ton, and his compensation was $372.51. Net 
proceeds, $462.43. 

The postoffice at Elberton was presided 
over by Z. Smith, whose compensation was 
$102.68. Net proceeds, $127.95, 

Fayetteville, W. N. Hill was postmaster. 
Compensation, $115.84. Net proceeds, $136.18. 

William Stafford received $106.81 as com- 
pensation as postmaster at Florence, The 
governm#at’s share amounted to $99.08, 

At Forsyth Oliver Morse was postmaster 
and his compensation was $376.34. Net pro- 
ceeds, $474.63, 

Fort Gaines had two postmasters during 
the year. George B. Wardlaw was in office 
from July 1, 1846, to May 15, 1847, and his 
compensation was $152.75; net proceeds for 
this term, $168.34. On May 16, 1847, Joseph 
D. Hardee took charke and up to: June 
30th following, his compensation amounted 
to $16.95, while the net proceeds for his 
share of the fiscal year were $26.77. 

Minor W. Brown, postmaster at Gaines- 
ville, reaped the lion’s share of the busi- 
ness of that office. His compensation was 
$175.56. The net proceeds amounted to 
$165.74. 

Greenesboro, William L. Strain, postmas- 
ter, compensation, $371.93; net proceeds, 
$434.02. 

Greenville, C. T. Williams, postmiaster, 
received more than half of the proceeds’of 
the office. His compensation was $319.50, 
while the government’s share was only 
296. 

At Griffin Postmaster John A. Beeks re- 
ceived as compensation $435.27; net pro- 
ceeds, $802.85. 

The oftice at Hamilton, Harris county. 
paid Postmaster Archibald H. Scott $173.49, 
and its net proceeds amounted to $199.10. 

Db. B. Mathewson earned $188.91 as post- 
master of Hawkinsville, while the net pro- 
ceeds amounted to $262.23. 

Jeffersonton’s postoffice paid George Lang 
“$116.11, and turned into the government, 
$1238.29. 

Kingston, in Bartow county (Cass county 
in 1847), had as its postmaster L. J. Hil- 
burn, whose compensation was $125.98; net 
proceeds, $237.26. 

*. H. Murdock received $120.90 as post- 
master at Knoxville, and the net pro- 
ceeds were $142.92. 

The LaFayette postoffice was in charge 
of Richard M. Ayoock, whose compensa- 
tion was 3114.20; net proceeds, $133.69.

D. Cook $483.12, and yielded thé government,

‘Two postmasters divided the fiscal year in 
thé toffice at Thomaston. J. W. W. Drake 
held the office from July 1, 1846 to May 1, 
1847.

William 8. Griffin gave out the mail to the 
people of Zebulon and his compensation Was 
$151.90. ‘his office paid the government net 
$187.17. 

Only six of the postoffices of Georgia in 
1847 retted the government $1,000 or mo*é, 
and of this number Savannah, with net pro- 
ceeds of $10,313.35, leads. Augusta is second, 
Macon third and Columbus fourth. The 
others were Athens and Muiedgeville. 

The con.pensation of the postmaster Was 
$1,000 or more at only four ofticeS in rhe 
State, and the Columbus office, which was 
fourth in the matter of net proceeds, leads 
in that of postmaster’s compensation, the 
compensation of that office being $1,976.49. 
Savannah, which led in the*matter cf net 
proceeds, is a bad second in that of official 
compersation. Macon ranks third in this 
particular and Augusta fourth. 

The smallest compensation credited to any 
Georgia postoffice for the year was that 
credited tot he postmaster at Frick’s Gap, 
Walker county—49 cents, which was divided 
between Asa Dickson, who received 33 cents, 
and JohmFricks, who was the recipient of 
16 cents# The net proceeds of the Frick’s 
Gap office amounted to 66 cents.

Preparations Being Made To Afford Ample 
Protection During the Big Show. 
The Men Working Hard. 


The Atlanta police department is in 
splendid condition for the exposit.on. The 
department is working to the queen’s taste 

nd it is assured that the city and its 
thousands of visitors will receive the pro- 
tection to which they are entitled. 

The work of the department 
done harmoniously and there is not the 
slightest breach apparent. The discipline - 
of the foree is excellent and éffective and 
the men are working with the best interests 
of the department and city in view. There 
jis a feeling among the members of the 
force that a great responsib:lity rests on 
them ‘during the big show and every 
officer has already begun to take an in- 
terest in the work to be done and is pre- 
paring for it.

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This Brought About the Dispute Between 
Derracott and Mason. 


HE WISHED CREDIT ON SODA WATER 


They Met After Two Weeks and Mason 
Came Near Passing in His Checks, 
Sure Bnough—W hat They Say. 


It was a red soda water check that came 
near causing the death of M. M. Mason 
Saturday night. 

This red check brought up a @ispute. It 
caused the estrangement of friends, This 
ill feeling increased until they met in the 
doorway of the drug store, when after a 
volley of warm words between them Frank 
Derracott jerked out his pistol and began 
to pump lead in the direction of his former 
friend. 

Since the shooting Mason has been in a 
dangerous condition. The ball came from a 
38-caliber pistol] and penetrated between the 
carotid artery and the jugular vein. Had it 
deflected a hair’s breadth Mason wouid 
have been immediately killed and Derracott 
would be held today a murderer. The ball 
passed entirely through the neck of the 
young man, making a clean hole on each 
side. Yesterday morning Mason was in a 
critical condition, but he rallied during the 
day and was much better last night. Unless 
an unexpected change comes it is thought 
by his physicians that he will entirely re- 
cover. During the day he told tq several 
friends the details that led up to the shoot- 
ing. These corroborate the account in yes- 
terday’s Constitution. Two weeks ago Ma- 
son sold to Derracott 25 @ents’ worth of 
soda checks. They were fast friends. Der- 
racott had charge of the cigar stand in 
Westmoreland’s old drug store, while Ma- 
son leased the soda fvuunt on the opposite 
side of the store. 

Derracott came up one day with a friend. 
He had only one check and asked Mason to 
credit him with the other drink. There was 
a taunting remark from the soda water man 
at which Derracott took offense, After that 
all former familiarity was wiped away and 
they stopped speaking to each other. 

In the meantime it had reached Mason 
that Derracott had been making slanderous 
remarks about him whenever he had the op- 
portunity. Saturday night, after Mason had 
been relieved by his clerk and started from 
the store was the first time that he had 
met the other man face to face.

Massachusetts Building Will Be a Repro- 
duction of Longfellow’s Home. 


A GREAT EXHIBIT FROM THAT STATE 


Becretary Kittredge Talks About the Dis- 
play That Wili Come from Mas- 
sachusetts. 


Mr. Henry Kittredge, secretary of the 
Massachusetts exposition board, who was 
in Atlanta a shert time ago has returned 
home full of enthusiasm over the exposition 
and the prospects for a Massachusetts ex- 
hibit. 

He has not been letting the grass graw 
under his feet. Since returning home he 
has had plans drawn for the Massachusetts 
building and has succeeded in stirring up 
a wonderful lot of interest in the exposition 
to be held here. 

The Massachusetts state building will be 
a@ reproduction of the old Craigie house in 
Cambridge, Washington’s headquarters and 
Longfellow’s home. The exact dimensions 


Instead of the glaring white structures 
which character.zed the world's fair these 
will be of modest gray color, topped with 
moss green roofs and trimmed with white. 
The grouping of these imposing edifices 
on the rising ground around the central 
park bas!n will be on the style of Spanish 
cities with the central plaza. A wonder- 
ful transformation has been wrought on 
the face of Piedmont park in the past year. 
It was up to that time a piece of wild land. 
Within two months from date it will be 
completely converted into a semft-tropic 
garden. ' 
A Good State Exhibit. 

The people of Massachusetts may be sure 
that the state’s.commissioners will not use 
the money appropriated in junketing trips 
between Boston and A'ttlanta. They will 
devote all the money to making a good 
state exhibit and to securing as many 
private exhib’ts as possibie. 

The state exhibit in the Massachusetts 
building will cons‘st largely in illustrations 
of her public institutions and improved 
methods of adm/‘nistration of the depart- 
ments of state. The idea is to show the 
state’s progress rather than ‘to make an 
exhibit merely of antiquities end commer- 
clal products,’ and to tell the thinking peo- 
ple of the south just what they would seek 
to learn of our advancement if they were 
to come to Massachusetts. 

With this intent the penal institutions 
will be particularly well set forth by means 
of pictures of prisons and reform schools 
and their interiors. Specimens of furniture 
and various apparatus will be shown. Tne 
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THE 
Reproduction of the Longfellow 
of the original will be followed. No better 
type of colonial style could have been se- 
lected. It will be painted in white and yel- 
low. Such a building will appeal to the im- 
agination and be more truly representative 
than any pretentious edifice that could be 
erected. The architect in charge 
John Lavalle of Boston, who for many 
years had charge of the colonial work of 
the late firm of Rotch & Tilden and has 
made a specialty of this style of architec- 
ture. 

Picturesque and suggestive as it will be, 
the purpose of the building is essentially 
utilitarian. The interior will be. severely 
plain and simple, not attempting to con- 
form to that of the Craigie house. It will 
consist of an upper and lower hall, in which 
will be placed the state exhibits. The his- 
toric relics will not appear here. They are 
to be in a separate fireproof apartment in 
another building, built especially for that 
purpose, as a safe repository for such ar- 
ticles from all the states. 

The cost of the state building will not 
exceed $6,000, whereas the elaborate John 
Hancock house, at the world’s fair, cost 
$60,000. The building at Atlanta, however, 
will have no appearance of cheapness. The 
exterior will be well finished, and the inte- 
rior walls and ceiling will be covered with 
asbestos paper, giving a handsome and 
completed aspect at far less cost than plas- 
ter and frescoing. By this economy. the 
greater part of the 25,000 appropriation made 
by the legislature will be available for 
making a creditable state exhibit. These 
plans and estimates have been decided 
upon within a fortnight by the board of 
managers appointed by Governor Green- 
halge in June to represent Massachusetts 
at the Cotton States and International ex- 
position. The members of this commission 
are: William C. Lovering, chairman; Hen- 
ry G. Kittredge, secretary; Curtis Guild, 
Jr.. Mrs. Martha McDaniels and Miss Hel- 
en M. Winslow. 

A Beautifal Site. 

Mr. Henry G. Kittredge has recently re- 
turned from a fiying trip to Atlanta, where 
he went to select the site for the state 
building, says The Post. He is enthusiasz- 
tic over the location secured. It is at the 
head of the main avenue leading into the 
expcsition grounds from the city. Near by 
is the site of the government building, 
which will be a splendid afiair. Just across 
the avenue will be Alabama’s building. 
That was the first site seiected, so that 
Massachusetts came in second in choice 
of greund,. This quite remarka@ole, as 
the exposition is to be principally a south- 
ern states affair. 

Mr. siitreuge describes the site for the 
Massachusetts building as most delightful. 
It will front on the main avenue leading 
into the grounds, and command a view of 
nearly the whole of Piedmont park, which 
the exposition is to occupy. Above the ave- 
rue are terraces, covered with iuxuriant 
southern vinés and honeysuckles, to which 
ray be added a trimming of palm trees. Be- 
low these terraces expands a brvuad, ‘leep, 
green basin, which has been made into a 
wicst beautiful park, with an artificial lake 
several acres in extent, 

From the board verandas on the sides and 
rear of the Massachusetts building will be 
a charming prospect of a valley of live oaks 
and pine-clad hills extending in gentle un- 
dulation to the horizon. Standing at the 
head of the avenue, on which all the state 
buildings will. be ranged, the Bay State 
building will be a commanding and conspic- 
uous object. 

While at Atlanta Mr. Kittredge secured 
the refusal of a choice 70x22 foot space in the 
manufactures’ building for the merchants 
and manufacturers of this State. He is now 
busily engaged at Atlanta exposition head- 
quarters in this city, at 103 Milk street, in 
corresponding and sending circulars to ail 
the representative firms of the state, call- 
ine their attention to this oppurtuity for 
making a display of their wares in a way 
that will reflect credit to this great manu- 
facturing commonwealth of the north.

The navy exhibit will also be here on 
Wednesday, making about twelve carloads 
of the government exhibit. 

Six cars will be required to bring the 
agricultural exhibit and this exhibit will 
be installed as soon as it arrives. The 
exhibit is in charge of Mr. W. F. Tomlin- 
son, of®the agricultural department at 
Washington. Mr. Tomlinson arrived yes- 
terday and when seen last night at the 
Aragon spoke very. highly of the exhibit 
he was in charge or. 

“There is in the collection,”’ he said, ‘‘wax 
figures of all the well-known agricultural 
products of this country, showing in every 
State the diseased plants that are of so 
much interest to the farmer of the south- 
ern states. There are wax figures of the 
cotton and cornstalk with the destroying 
bugs on them and the result of the insects’ 
work. Then there are the various kinds of 
fruit which was a drawing attraction at the 
world’s fair. 

“We have,”’ 


continued Mr. Tomlinson, 


“the cream of the exhibit at Chicago, with | 


many valuable and interesting additions.” 

While the exhibit will not be as exten- 
sive as the one at the world’s fair, it will 
be a better one on a small scak. 

Besides the agricultural display there is 
also in the cars the snachinery for the 
weather gureau, which will be an interest- 
ing exhibit at the exposition. It will be 
rearly the same that was at Chicago with 
the latest improvements added. The pbulle- 
tin reports will be placed about the grounds 
every day and the large crowds posted on 
the weather. 

Mr. Tomlinson says that the exhibit made 
by the government will be a very interest- 
ing one and will be equal to the one at 
the world’s fair. “‘We understand bettcr 
how to make an exhibit that will be inter- 
esting.’’ 

There will be fifty or sixty carloads of 
the exhibit and they will be sent as fast 
as they can be nacked. 

Mr. Tomlinson is here for the purpose of 
placing the exhibits and arranging 
the displays in their cases. He will be in 
the city until after the exposition opens 
and will see to it that the many valuable 
displays sent by the government will be 
in place several days before the exposition 
opens. 

When asked of what the exhibit would 
ccrsist, and if it would be the same as was 
at the world’s fair, he said: ? 

“I am unable to speak for any depart- 
ment but my own. There is a man for 
every separate department and he is the 
only one who can tell you exactly what 
there will be in his department. 

“I spoke to one of the gentlemen who has 
charge of the navai exhibit,”’ he continued, 
“and he Says they have finished several 
new model guns to be sent to the exposi- 
tion, and that he thought the navy would 
be as well represented as it was at the 
Chicago fair with a number of the latest 
improved guns added. 

“I have spoken to a number of people in 
Washington about the exposition and they 
are all interested in it. There are so many 
people there,’’ continued Mr. Tomlinson, 
“that have never been south, and they 
are going to take advantage of the expvusi- 
tion and see the entire resources and ad- 
vantages of this section all at one time 
and at one place.

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NEW YORK’S BUILDING 


It Wili Be a Delightful Retreat on the 
Lofty Hilltop. 


FULL DESCRIPTION OF THE PLANS 


Mr. Snow, One of the Commissioners, Is 
Here To Start the Work of the Con- 
tractors—It Will Be a Beauty. 


The plans of the New York building at 
the exposition were brought to Atlanta 
yesterday by Fred W. Snow, a member of 
the stale board of commissioners. 

They will be turned over to the contrac- 
ters today and the building will go up right 
speedily in the name of the great Empire 
State. 

The plans for the building have been 
greatly changed from those of the original 
design and have been vastly improved, It 
is now clear that the state of New York 
will have a building on the grounds fully 
in keeping with her rank and significance 
among the great sisterhood of states of 
the union and the board of commissioners 
are to be congratulated upon their sucecss 
so far with the work. 

It is now rather late, but the commis- 
sioners from New York say they are de- 
termined to have the building pushed rignt 
through and declare that they will have it 
in good shape and ready for the fun when 
the gates are Mung open and the flags are 
set waving over the gay grounds of the 
great exposition. 

The state of New York appropriated $25,000 
for the purpose of erecting a building and 
Setting off the advantages of her great 
empire. This money will be spent chiefly 
in the construction of a handsome building, 
somewhat in the nature of a clubhouse, 
where pictures and literature can be_dis- 
played showing off New York on every 
side.‘ It will be a sort of New York chub- 
house on the grounds and will be located 
near the Piedmont Driving Club, between 
the Piedmont Driving Club and the fine 
arts building. 

The commissioners from New York are 
Mrs. Levi P. Morton, Mrs. Donald Mc- 
Clain, Mrs. H. B. Plant, Mrs. Samuel 
Spencer, Mr. James Swann, Mr. James 
Graybill, Mr. Frank M. Baker and Mr. F. 
W. Snow. 

Mr. Snow has come to Atlanta to get the 
work on the building fairly under way and 
will devote himself to this task for the 
next ten days. He will not leave Atlanta 
agan until the dirt has been broken on the 
site and the fousdation is placed. He 
Says he has no fears about the failure of 
completing the building in time for_the 
opening of the exposition. 

He will have conferences with various 
contractors this morning and will, within 
the next two or three days, have the work 
all organiezd and ready to proceed with a 
vigorous impulse. 

It is the intention of the New York com- 
missioners to have the building made for 
the most part of gray stone. They will 
have a handsome stone tower in the front 
center and wish to build the entire first 
floor of stone, at least. 

The front of the buliding will be artistic 
and fine and _ will show off nicely on the 
high, sloping hillside, beside the fine arts 
building. 

Description of the Building. 

On the interior there will be a large hall 
immediately upon entering from the front. 
This hall will be 27x31 feet and will be 
decorated with beautiful pictures. 

To the rear of this hall will be the offices 
of the commissioners. To the right of the 
hall will be the ladies’ parlor and dressing 
rooms. To the left will be the retiring 
rooms for gentlemen. 

A large chimney with old-fashioned and 
artistic fireplace will be in the rear of 
the hall. 

The second story is reached by stairways 
from both. sides of the large hall down 
stairs. The upper floor will be devoted al- 
most entirely to a large hall 26x63 feet. 


i The height of the ceiling of this hall will 


be twenty feet. To the rear of this large 
hall will be a small room 20x18 feet. 

Over the main stairs will be a little 
round spece for the orchestra on occasions 
of banquets or musical entertainmyp#ts. 
Doors will open from each side to the top 
of the tower, which is to serve as a beau- 
tiful little balcony for the visitors to the 
building. 

The interior of the main hall 
down stairs will be finely ceiled up 
from the floor to the top, where the gira- 
ers and floor timbers will be allowed to 
show. The ladies’ and gentlemen’s parlors 
will be ceiled six feet high and the bal- 
ance of the space boarded and covered 
with burlap. 

The second story is to be all ceiled. 

The wood work inside is to be of hard oil 
coating in natural wood. 

The building will be a great rendezvous 
of the New York people and will, in addi- 
tion to this, be one of the most pleasant 
retreats on the grounds. 


SOLDIERS AT THE PARK. 


Two Companies Will Go in Camp 
There August ist. 

Two companies of soldiers from Fort 
McPherson will go into camp at the exposi- 
tion grounds August Ist. 

Major General Miles has issued orders di- 
recting Colonel Kellogg to station two com- 
panies on the grounds on that date. This 
is in accordance with the arrangements an- 
nounced some time ago. The companies 
that go in this week will probably remain 
four weeks, when two other companies will 
succeed them and remain for a month. The 
object of this is to give as many of the sol- 
diers as possible an opportunity to do ger- 
vice on the exposition grounds. 

The press lispatch received late last night 
announcing the orders of Major General 
Miles is as follows: 

“Washington, July 28.—Major General 
Miles, commanding the department of the 
east, has issued an order directing the es- 
tablishment of a camp on the grounds of 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition by two companies of the Fifth infan- 
try, to be known as a subpost of Fort Mc- 
Pherson. The camp will be in existence 
from about August 1, 1895, to January 1, 
1896.”’

MEETING ON LOOKOUT 


A GREAT 


ItIs To Bea Mass Meeting of All the Rail- 
roads Interested— W hat Will Come 
Up at the Sessions. 


All of the leading’ general passenger 
agents of the railroads of this region of 
the south and many -from the east and 
west will gather at Lookout mountain to- 
morrow for the purpose of winding up the 
agreement as to a-basis of rates to the 
Cotton States and International exposi- 
tion. 

This meeting was called by the commis- 
sioner of the Southern States Passenger 
Association and will be one of the most 
important ever held by the passenger 
agents of the country to determine rates 
to any given point. 

It is not to be strictly speaking a meet- 
ing of the representatives of tthe lines that 
form the Southern States Passenger Asso- 
ciation, but is to be a mass meeting of 
the general possenger agents of all lines 
that feel an interest in the movement for 
cheap rates to the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition. 

It is known that there is some little trou- 
ble in getting a few of the lines leading 
to Atlanta from the northwest to agree to 
the rates that have been proposed by the 


It is said that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, after practically agreeing to thesé 
reduced rates, has decided not to come into 
the agreement unless the lines north of 
the Ohio river agree to them, and it is 
claimed that these roads beyond the Ohio 
river have declared that they will not 
come under the proposed rates. 

It is also rumored that Colonel Rinear{on, 
the well-known general passenger agent 
of the Queen and Crescent, has decided not 
to agree to the rates unless the lines north 
of the’ Ohio river will make their rates 
along the same basis. 

The trouble thus seems to-rest with the 


‘western lines, all the rest having already 


agreed to the cheap rates that were origi- 
nally promulgated by the association. 

The meeting at Lookout will bring all of 
these general passenger agents together, 
including those of the lines byond the Ohio 
river points, and it will in this way prove 
to be one of the most important meetings 
ever called under the auspices of the South- 
ern States Passenger Association. 

Colonel W. A. Turk, the well-known 
general passenger agent of the Southera 
railway, was here yesterday on his way 
to the meeting on Lookout mountain. He 
said that he could only speak for the 
Southern and declared that his roads would 
be willing and glad to agree to the cheap- 
est of rates to the expusition. 

The Louisville and Nashville and the 
Queen and Crescent will doubtless be fep- 
resented at the meeting at Lookout, and 
it will be learned there just haw they stand 
on the question of exposition rates. 

It is probable that, as a side issue to 
this bie’ convention, the matter. of through 
cars to Chicago out of Atlanta will be 
taken up with the roads north of the Ohio 
river. This question has been vigorously 
agitated lately, both in Atlanta and in 
Chicago, and it is strange to observe that 
the lines south of the Ohio river lay the 
blame at the gates of the roads north of 
the river and the roads north of the river 
charge it all upon the lines this side of 
the mark that no through system of nas+ 
senger cars has been inaugurated befor 
now.
